July, 1945, Father Abbot Paul celebrated his 
diamond jubilee St. Joseph’s Abbey, commemo- 
rating the 60th anniversary his profession 
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sway itis task. For patients with Han- 
sen’s disease, enlightened public opinion 
Coy, dean American leprologists, have said rep- 
eatedly that far more humane and scientific treat- 
ment would given patients, the 
public were informed the true nature the 
disease.
